Hastily But a Few Weeks 


Ago. 


A meeting of the boar'd of' directors of 


the Eock Biver Woolen and Cotton 
MiUs.was held'at the office 'of Sutherland' 
& JSolan, last evening.for the purpose of 
deciding as-to. the location of .the spur 
rack to be extended to the .mills by the 
C. & N. W. Railway company. 
The 


meeting was attended by seven directors, 
and after discussing'the matter at some 
length, it was decided to ask the railway 
company, to change the direction of the 
track put in -hastily a ..few weeks-ag-, 
and enter the .property of the mills some 
two hundred feet farther north.
